JULIAN THE APOSTATE $4.50 


* This is an excellent translation by M. Joseph Costelloe, S.J. of the dis- 
tinguished Italian Biblical scholar and historian's sequel to The Age of the Martyrs: 
Christianity from Diocletian to Constantine. It continues the general theme of the 
preceding work, but it can be read as an independent volume. It is a "critical 
narration" that aims "to display in equal light...(Julian's) many laudable qualities 
and his numerous defects". The author's scholarly, lucid, well organized exposition 
is a model of interesting, objective, biographical and historical writing. Original 
sources are cited and quoted from. There is a bibliography and an index. The per- 
sonality of the Emperor Julian and the theological and historical background of his 
life are fascinating as seen through the author's vivid reconstructions. This is a 
classical work that should appeal equally to the specialist, the student and the 
general reader.

Another very competent volume in the generally excellent Catholic Viewpoint 
series, this book is perhaps the most timely and the most needed of the volumes that 
have so far appeared. The author is a distinguished Catholic layman, a professor of 
Political Science at the University of Chicago and a frequent contributor to the 
better Catholic periodicals. His topic is unquestionably one that requires the kind 
of intelligent clarification for the Catholic as well as the non-Catholic reader 
that the author here provides. The practical and historical aspects of the subject 
are stressed over the theoretical and the theological, and the discussion centers 
basically around church-state problems in the United States. The development of the 
Catholic theory on Church-State relations in the Middle Ages and early modern times 
is outlined in the first chapter, followed in the segond chapter by an historical 
sketch of the development of American theory and practice. The author then discusses 
in order, "Church and State Theory", "The Confused State of the Law", "Non-Catholic 
Fears and Resentments", "The Catholic Critique", and finally gives the reader some 
of his "Reflections, Suggestions, and Queries" on the whole subject of interfaith 
relations in the United States. This book is indispensable reading for all intel- 
ligent citizens who would be guided by accurate information and objective criticism. 
It is regrettable that the author apparently decided to "cut short" strictly theo- 
logical discussion and to avoid reference to the debate on the relations between 
Church and State that has been going on on the speculative plane among Catholic 
theologians in recent years.

This is a journalistic account by a non-Catholic of personalities, policies, 
activities and events at the Vatican during the past decade or so. The author is an 
Italian citizen, Rome correspondent for The London Evening News. He has spent twelve 
years covering Vatican news and studying the organization, thought, policies, personal- 
ities and operations of the Vatican. In addition to an extremely interesting comparison 
of the personalities of Pope Pius XII and Pope John XXIII and of the way in which Vati- 
ean personalities reacted to each man, the author provides the reader with a great deal 
of information about such matters as the Vatican Secretariat of State, the Holy Office, 
Vatican finances, the Jesuits, the papal guards, etc. In the main, the book is objective 
and respectful in its approach, but here and there are certain inaccuracies and flip- 
pancies that Catholic readers would legitimately resent. It is also unfortunate that 
for certain bits of information the author could not disclose his sources. The mature 
Catholic reader, however, will appreciate the lack of romanticism and idealization in 
dealing with the purely human aspects of the Church that would be hard to come by in 
a journalistic account written by a Catholic.

On p. 302 we reviewed Paul G. Macy's Jf It Be of God, which was the story of 
the World Council of Churches (Bethany Press- $4.00) .Now come two other books closely 
linked to the subject:- this one which is subtitled An Interpretation of Unitive Move- 
ments in American Protestantism, and even more closely Stephen Charles Neill'’s Brothers 
of The Faith, reviewed below.....Every thinking Christian who has known the ferment of 
the drive toward Christian unity will find this a challenging, helpful and unique work. 
The author takes up the neglected side of the ecumenical movement, especially as it is 
working out in the United States. Too often the drive toward reunion has been considered 
@ theological problem, or one that waited only for the solution of organizational and 
administrative difficulties. Without denying the validity of this approach, Robert Lee 
concerns himself with the social and cultural factors which must be faced in the search 
for wholeness. He also paints with clear strokes the actual fact of the great progress 
that has been made in the uniting Churches of the U.S.A., and the tremendous contribu- 
tion which these social and cultural factors have made toward these unitive movements. 
Robert Lee is far from claiming that these factors are solely or even predominantly 
determinative. But he does establish his point, and backs his thesis with plausible 
statistics. Church union has occurred despite appallingtheological problems when the 
social factors have been right. Nor can it be denied that the disintegrative process 
of sectarianism had roots in a society which was itself falling apart. This book, there- 
fore, is of interest to a very wide group of people: ecumenically minded Christians, 
sociologists, students of political science, and concerned people who might only want 
to know how to keep unity within a single parish. Since the writing is facile and gen- 
erally non-technical this broad appeal is enhanced by the presentation.

In Brothers of The Faith, 
Bishop Neill is writing in a different vein, and about men whom he has known personally 
and loved greatly as together they labored from the first Edinburgh Conference in 1910 > 
to the present status of the World Council of Churches. Because he knew his men in the 
flesh, and loved them deeply, they come alive in the world portraits he paints. And they 
are giants, - John F. Mott, Bishop Soederblom, Bishop Brent, Bishop Azariah, Archbishop 
Germanos , Archbishop William Temple, Paton, Kraemer, Bonhoeffer, Niles. Without the 
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distinctive contribution each made, the World Council could not be what it has become.

This book is aimed at the increasing number of college students studying the 
Bible. Its arrangement, treatment and vocabulary would make it useful at the freshman 
level. The book is designed to be read with an open Bible at hand. The best use of it 
will take place over a period of time, such as a course on the Bible might presuppose. 
This is far from implying that it cannot be read straight through by someone already — 
familiar with the Bible text. Rather, the best use implies simultaneous reading of the 
Scriptures with a book about them. Dr. McCasland has aided his readers greatly by a 
series of searching questions at the end of each section. Some of these are not 
readily answerable, but wrestling with them will still be helpful to a student. The 
general arrangement of the text makes it very useful for classroom use, since the 
various areas of discussion are broken down into “assignment" size. Very helpful to 
the serious student is the inclusion of bibliographies after each major section. Se 
Should there be need for going more deeply into any part of the material, the path for 
so doing is clearly indicated, and the works suggested are both standard and available. 
While primarily designed for textbook use, we should not ignore the real value for the 
Sunday School teacher that is inherent in the book. Most Sunday Schools have several 
courses where the teacher cannot fail to appreciate a good book about the Bible. How- 
ever, Dr. McCasland has carefully avoided looking at the Bible through the eyes of an 
interpreting Church. Pastors and Sunday School teachers must recognize that he has 
sacrificed witness for objectivity. The need for supplying the view of faith may prove 
most stimulating to the teacher using the book on Sunday morning or in a weekday re- 
leased time class.

Many biographies of Jonathan Edwards have already appeared and these treat 
adequately of the stature of the man and the tremendous influence he had upon the 
colonies and the early American republic. John H. Gerstner makes no attempt to re- 
peat or improve them. Likewise, for the edification of preachers there are books 
that deal with Edwards' method in homiletics, and his sermons have been edited and 
published. Gerstner concentrates on one point: "The evangelistic message of Jonathan 
Edwards". Actually, it is quite a point. One has to reconcile the tremendous inter- 
est this predestinarian had in evangelism. There is need for reckoning with his 
view of man and his doctrine of God. His versatile approach to people of all ages, 
and his adaptation to changing conditions are all considered. The stereotype of 
Edwards is changed a bit, also, as we reckon with his gentle side, and the love for 
sinful man which inspired his efforts. Basically this book interprets the theology 
of evangelism as practised by Edwards, and it will interest all who want to under- 
stand the man and his movement, as well as everyone who takes serjously the task of 
evangelism today. Some of the concepts for which Edwards is noted have become 
obsolete, but his approach to evangelism can be used and adapted to any age.

THE THEOLOGY OF DIETRICH BONHOEFFER $6.00 


* The quiet title of this book masks the story of a humble Christian with a 
great mind who was chosen by God to live and work and die in the Germany which brought 
forth Hitler and then disintegrated with him. Who will read such a book? Theologians, 
of course, for Bonhoeffer's is one of the really formative German minds and his 
Sanctorum Communio is a classic contribution to the concept of the Church. He was 
one with, but never a pupil of, the group of great German theologians, - Barth, 
Thurneysen, Brunner, Gogarten, Tillich, and Bultmann. He shared the magnificent pro- 
test which the dialectical theologians made to the vague liberalism of the early 
twentieth century, and better tnan any of them, he understood the sociological and 
corporate nature of the Church. No student of Church History can afford to ignore 
this book, for here is a man who is caught in a crucial phase and ultimately paid with 
his life for sharing in the plot to eliminate Hitler. He was hanged in a concentra- 
tion camp that was liberated by the Allies only eight days later. If your interest 
is biography, here is your book. Bonhoeffer lived through’ the bitterness of both 
defeats of his native Germany, knows about inflation, depression, and militarism. 
Furthermore, he is the kind of person who deliberately, and, knowing the consequences; 
returns from a safe haven in the United States to take over his task as the head of 
an "illegal" Confessional Church Seminary one month before Hitler invaded Poland. 
Throughout the thirties, and even through the early years of World War II, Bonhoeffer 
continued to represent the Confessional Church in its relations with the Ecumenical 
Movement, and his writings and teachings are basic to an understanding of the forma~- 
tion of the World Council of Churches. Even an ordinary layman will read this book 
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with great interest provided he has a bit more than average theological vocabulary, for 
Bonhoeffer writes in an easy and simple way, and his biographer has caught the warmth of 

the man's personality, as well as quoting very extensively from the original works to ae 
give us this complete picture of the man and his thought. In reading the book, we feel

This functional ministry is concerned with teaching, 
preaching, pastoral care and theological interpretation, and is different in kind as 
well as in quality from the ministry of all believers, who are nevertheless bound in 
one function of the ministry together with the professional, because the Gospel is one. 
Hence this book is worth the attention of any clergyman who seeks to deepen the moti- 
vation and understanding he has of his task. In particular, Mr. Smart has something 
to say to all interested in the ecumenical movement. And the distinction at the func- 
tional level between the ordained and lay ministry should be of real interest to lay 
Church leaders who seek an understanding of their own peculiar function. Fortunately, 
the book is very readable.

This is a story which might very well be classified simply as ladies' magazine 
fiction (it is a woman's book) were it not for the credibility of its characters and the 
intelligence of the author's observations. Its main event is inherently dramatic and is 
very similar to an actual case: a custody fight for an adopted child. But the overall 
story concerns Liz Banion, (the very name belongs in the ladies' magazines), her family, 
and the development of her marriage with Tommy, a promising and then successful architect. 
Liz had left her Catholic faith (though she married in the Church to conceal the fact 
from her parents) and when, after four years of marriage, she and Tommy decided to adopt 
a child they managed it privately through Liz's mother who worked at a Catholic foundling 
hospital. When their daughter was four years old the child's mother sued for her custody 
claiming that the Banions, having become Unitarians, adopted the child illegally. After 
considerable legal and religious argument (during which Liz seems to be more the college 
debater than the harassed mother, though it's in keeping with the character) the Banions 
win the right to keep their child. The end’ of the trial also marks the end of an affair 
Liz had been having with their lawyer. There's a particularly revolting but interesting 
characterization of Liz's brother, Joe, who wanted to be a priest but gave it up for what 
he called "the pleasures of the flesh". Joe, a guilt-ridden pious hypocrite, had managed 
over the years to warp his son's personality (the boy becomes a psychopath), wreck his 
merriage, nearly ruin the Banion's case and destroy himself. If the ingredients which go 
into the story are not particularly elevating neither are they merely sordid. It's a 
controlled and very readable book.

SEED IN THE WIND $3.50 


Set in a recalcitrant part of the South in the present day this is a murky tale 
concerned with the problem of integration. Superficially the story involves the events 
which occur when two northern manufacturers attempt to build a local factory along with 
homes on an integrated basis for its workers and when a Negro who had been educated in the 
North threatens to enroll his son in the local school. But these token events are merely 
vehicles for the establishment of viewpoints. There is the ineffectual Professor Hinson 
and his daughter Alvina who see only difficulty in changing the accepted way of life but 
who realize the change must come; Robert Hatcher, the heir to a feudal authority, whose 
resentments toward the Negro are strongly sexual in nature; Roy Lewis, and Uncle Tom, 
who supposedly has Hatcher blood, and his brother Nolan, determined to break the barriers 
for reasons which are not entirely legal. In the end Nolan is driven out of the county 
and Hatcher's insistences prevail over the northern investors but the conflict, for these 
people, has been brought out into the open and the white supremacy forces vaguely realize 
that they are fighting a losing battle. This is to put it in much more simple terms than 
the book itself which is written in a heavy-handed, inverted style. The characters speak 
in stilted, hollow voices, as if behind the masks which represent their various attitudes, 
and far from the effect being ennobling it is merely pretentious.

Nellie Fayle, a pixy child of the slums, finds herself the guest of Desmond 
and Emmet Comfort in their Long Island summer home. Here the two Englishmen scruti- 
nize the girl in an effort to decide whether she is suitable to play the role of 
Joan of Arc in Desmond's new play. Having written several failures after a long 
string of successes, Desmond is so infatuated with Nellie that he decides, when her 
unsuitability becomes obvious, to rewrite the play around her. This he does to the 
benefit of his script and the bewilderment of his younger brother who is also in love 
with Nellie. The self-centered Desmond, upon realizing that Nellie, who would 
willingly have slept with or married him for the sake of her career, is now genuinely 
in love with Emmet, vows to destroy the play and her. But Nellie's canny wit rescues 
the play and guarantees her stardom. A curiously Victorian atmosphere hovers about 
this novel of modern show people and a veneer of detachment conceals the essentially 
sentimental quality of the story. A romance which is neither romantic enough to be 
moving nor acid enough to be amusing, this is a rather vitiated woman's novel which 
imposes no strain and occasionally entertains.

The book begins 
in the present at the televised execution of a political murderer. Krasnitz's convic- 
tion and impending death raised charges of anti-semitism, anti-unionism, anti-egali- 
tarianism and fascism and it is this issue which serves to particularize the political 
and temperamental differences between Herta and John Butterworth. He's conservative, 
she's liberal and their stories are told separately.

Whereas John's life was essentially dull, Herta's was 
filled with adventure and terror. Her father, a doctor, was killed by the Nazis during 
the pre-war persecution of the Jews and her life consisted of flights from one country 
to another until she reached America where she supported herself at odd jobs. She had 
not quite recovered from a love affair with a much older man who was both lover and : 
mentor when she met John (ludicrously, at a nudist camp ). He was so sure he wanted to 
marry her that she thought he was probably right. de and She is an intelligent book 
and there's nothing faulty in its descriptions of the two attitudes. It might be much 
more effective if it were to be read as an ironic comment on artificial political di- 
visiveness, if only the Butterworths seemed basically suited to each other. It does 
raise another question though: how long can such a marriage last?

Man against nature and man against man is the background for this account of 
survival which is laid in the Great Thirstland of the Kalahari desert in Southwest Africa. 
Alive after the crash of a private plane on an unrecorded flight are:- Sturdevant, the 
pilot and a responsible and educated Boer; Grimmelman, a German who had known fighting in 
Africa in 1904; Jefferson Smith, the youngest and an American Negro, with learning and 
money; Mike Bain, an engineer, American also, and with too much knocking around, on the 
skids; O'Brien, another American and dedicated to hunting and the theory of man's superior- 
ity; Mrs. Grace Monckton, from Rhodesia and Nigeria and divorced. The six make their way 
from the wreckage, over wastelands, to the black mountains and settle into an adjustment of 
fighting for, seizing and defending their spare supplies, from the baboons which become 
O'Brien's particular enemies and targets. Sturdevant leaves to try to find a way to civil- 
ization and lives through trials of endurance. O'Brien, intent only on his survival, lures 
Bain, Smith and Grimmelman away from the small oasis, and is the means of Grimmelman's 
death, Smith's rehabilitation through a band of pygmies, and Bain's redemption through his 
refusal to succumb to O'Brien's domination. Bain's return sparks Grace's cooperation and 
accomplishes the imprisonment of O'Brien, but the floods, more than answering their need 
of water, free O'Brien and his threat is gone when the rescue that Sturdevant has finally 
effected arrives. O'Brien is left alone, ready to rule and conquer the baboons by the 
intelligence that has proved itself master of primitive - but not civilized - living. This 
has won the first of the $10,000 Putnam Awards and it is an on-the-line adventure story 
which has the touchstone of conscience and morality - in which a purity of time and space 
is sullied by the failure of people - as people.

These include Lily Dewhurst, an 
amusing, relaxed matron of forty-five, who- after visiting her dying mother- begins her 
first and last affair with the husband of the bitchy, still beautiful Jayne, but returns 
to her own husband, John, when he has a prostate operation; and Cora, a feminist with a 
houseful of fecund animals, an idiot daughter and an ageing mother, whom she shuns, and 
who loses her husband first to a young girl, then to suicide. But it is Betty, a gutty, 
independent scultress, who after losing the latest of her young lovers and deciding to 
marry an old, alcoholic friend, who takes in Harold, who once rejected her. Behind these 
people still living out the round of a life of cocktail parties and affairs, the aged, and 
the problems of ageing flesh, dance macabrely. Some tenderness and humor do little to 
relieve a profound sense of truth, distaste and dismay.

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to a European) ; he accuses her and then discovers that the man she goes to see is a 
faith healer; she has a growth on her womb. It is a matter of pride to Dandeker 
that, as an educated man, he has no use for mysticism. He endures the European's 
torments as he begs her to have the necessary operation. (She, terrified, refuses). 
He suspects the Swami of being a charlatan, especially since she has given him most 
of their jewelry; he visits first the doctors, then the Swami himself. The journey 
through an Indian countryside he has never seen bewilders him, as does the Swami, 

who fills him with a brief sense of peace. The family disintegrates subtly. Finally, 
Dandeker appeals to his chief, and the Swami is investigated and moves away. Sarojini 
is operated on successfully, but afterwards it is Dandeker who finally realizes how 
faith has helped her and goes back to visit the Swami's house. He finds it filled 
with the crippled, the destitute, the needy, the ill, left by the Swami's removal 
without hope. One of them offers to return Dandeker's jewelry, but Dandeker realizing 
a new set of values, refuses to take it. Under the appealing surface guise of a 
human interest story, this is a book whose viewpoint is as subtle as its implications.

The Crenshaw family is the wolf tree which blocks, thwarts and destroys 
the young growing up and Philip is its victim. For even his father, Frank McCloud, 
who has won his way in the Puget City forests, is unable to help him. Sarah Lowell, 
an orphan who has been well cared for by a logging camp madam in the Washington 
territory, can help him and does- until a charge of homosexuality is brought against 
Philip by a one-time friend from the East. Then Sarah, now established in San 
Francisco as Philip's wife and part of the Crenshaw family, imposes a contract that 
condemns Philip without mercy and gives her the reins to liberate the coming generation. 
Sarah is indefatigable in bringing in new blood, arranging marriages, and refusing to 
admit Philip's extra-marital interests, but the lumbering business still gets only 
absentee management from the family. It takes a reconciliation, an accident and black- 
mailing, for Sarah to be willing to abdicate and to dedicate herself, with Philip, to 
a better program - for their forestry interests and their own future. The author of 
The Cargo of Brides. again combines Northwest and California backgrounds and themes in 
narrative and period persuasion.

Hollies, Robert Macmillan 
CAPTAIN CAT $3.50 & 


A British import, well-written, succinct. Apparently starting as an amusing 
account of Harry Bell (aged 15) of life as a boy soldier, this book slowly becomes an 
adult, oblique and quite shocking description of self-betrayal under the pressures of 
conformity. Harry is a refreshing addition to the fictional Bright Kids. Cheerful, 
realistic, open-hearted, he does not lean too hard on the jargon, or on his own day 
dreams, virtues and limitations. Only gradually does this lack of self-importance turn 
out to be the weak point that destroys him. Restive but not unhappy under the discip- 
lines and brutalities of life in a boys' barracks, Harry meets his opposite, Rex Boone, 
ironically nicknamed 'the Gangster', and becomes fascinated by what he considers the 
Gangster's complete lack of talent for survival. Self-contained, saintlike, highly ed- 
ucated, the Gangst is still boy enough to try to draw Harry into his private world. They 
escape periodically into the only tree in the camp, and devise a private club of Indes 
(Independents- non-conformists) against the pack. Harry is delighted with this new sense 
of identity, and with the Gangst's growing fame as a genuine eccentric, but what is half- 
game to Harry is life or death to the Gangst, already, in his way, a complete and mature 
being. Captain Cat, their mascot, is tortured to death by the other boys; shortly after- 
ward, under pressure, Harry betrays both himself and Gangst to the pack. What makes the 
story truly horrifying is that Harry cannot admit to himself what he has done; to himself, 
he is merely an Inde who has gone underground temporarily in order to survive. The horror 
is intensified by the studied, bright, boyish appeal of the writing. A strange and un-

Written originally in English, but published first in French, this is the story 
of the unicorn who destroys deflowered women, but is meek before the pure. Thomas Buchanan 
transports the medieval unicorn into the biblical setting of corrupt Sodom. Here, Vashti, 
a "woman of worth", stands alone amidst the degradation of her people, opposed by her King, 
her countrymen, and the brave warrior whom she marries. Not only is she shunned for the 
universalism and mercy which she preaches, she is ridiculed by adhering to her principles 
despite her husband's objections, and scorned for the kindness she shows the tormented 
unicorn. A lyrical tale with the modern themes of "the inner" versus the "outer directed”, 
told with charm. Essentially a woman's novel with a touch more poetry and delicacy than 
the average.

Storm and the sinking of the Cambria isolate seven aboard her at Sugulli, on 
the Somali coast, and there, without radio, they become embroiled in Sultan Ali Yacquibi's 
determination to keep the secret of oil from foreign powers. It is Wellard, ship's doctor 
and retreating from the world, who is the means of precipitating disaster for all when he 
attempts to locate the information about the oil and is kidnaped by the Sultan whose re- 
prisals threaten his fellow survivors. Evading his captors, he is able, in spite of the 
attack by greater numbers, to effect a chance for escape and, with the Sultan as hostage, 
the party heads for Kandala or the first passing boat. A blackguard who achieves the 
promise of a blind eye for his past misdeeds, a minister whose guilt is appeased by a 
little girl of mixed blood whom they save, a painter who finds his match in the girl who a 
wants Wellard - but doesn't get him, and Juliet, whqm Wellard wants - and does get - these 
are a companions for eastern adventuring in Canning's smooth rolling story.

Windham, Donald Crowell 
THE HERO CONTINUES $3.50 


A version of the artist's dilemma, which (despite the misleading copy in- 
tended perhaps for the jacket blurb) is neither sensational nor full of special plead- 
ing. The few unavoidable plot cliches do not, in general, extend to the prose, which 
is terse, almost unemotional in the description of the bizarre nightmare exasperation 
which constitutes most of Denis Freeman's existence. The book, in fact, opens with a 
nightmare; it passes briefly through the waking, near-comic nightmare of his years of 
un-success, (Denis is the sort of butter-side-down human being who burns holes in 
sofas and loses things) - on to his enormous success as a playwright. It conveys 
indirectly, through minor but grotesque scenes, asides, practicalities and Denis’ 
work habits, a view of the artist as a human being alone in a world he can barely 
control except in the one clear area of his talent. And even this can be kept only 
by constant renewal. Denis' Broadway success (mostly offstage) is treated as merely 
the logical outcome of the inner pressure of talent; but it adds unbearably to a 
psyche and body already under stress. Difficult directors, a disastrous love affair, 
the slow drift away of friends, and Denis' own fugues are paralleled by inner 
symptoms. Hypochondria is not exactly the definition of his illnesses, nightmares, 
sexual difficulties and the accidents in which he loses an eye and an arm. They seem 
rather to be the externalized symbols of the price that must be paid by an internally 
lopsided human being. And Denis, for all his awareness and talent, is just that. 
What makes him unusual-- is the sad, almost cold resignation with which he accepts 
his price. A trifle inconclusive, but nevertheless a skillful and interesting book, 
with shades of Nathaniel West quite evident. (1C0:60-12542)

whom she seeks, and here she finds Scotty, a bitter young man in his twenties, tough, 
hurt, and loving. Regardless of social distinctions, the two become sweethearts until 
Liz finds that Scotty and Ron are members of a heroin pushing ring. She implores 
Scotty to "get out” of the syndicate, but he is trapped. The two endure a tortuous 
separation until Ron recklessly murders the leader, dies himself, and leaves Scotty 
and Liz free to build a life based on their love for him and each other. A story which 
has been told in many forms and in many mediums, The Skinner takes on dimension at the 
hands of this singularly persuasive young writer, who in her first novel manifests a 
unique ability to create characters of unique poignancy and situations which despite 
their violence, evoke a tender and sympathetic reader response. A book which should 
get distribution particularly among readers in their late teens and early twenties.

Here, her uncle's elaborate rhetoric further makes her an object of disdain as in 
ridiculous terms he sings her praises. Essentially, a sweet and loving person, Lynn 
is devoted to Scott, a young doctor. But although he loves her, a happy marriage is 
not to be her portion. Raped by her uncle, Lynn identifies herself with her uncle's 
dead wife and determines to have his child. When he once again attacks her, she 
loses the baby and completely assumes the personality of her dead aunt, going about 
town dressed in costume and outspokenly telling the townspeople what is wrong with 
them.

The whole story 
is told on the downbeat; the Eustaces of East Compton, a colorless town within commuting 
distance of Boston,were that sorriest of families who had known better days, and had never 
acknowledged their defeat. The father was a permanent failure, and the turn of the tide 
at the "winter solstice" brought news that his meagre job as glorified janitor at the 
college was being eliminated. His wife, Josephine, lived wholly in a past that had its 
mead of promise; today meant nothing to her in terms of home or family, and the dishes 
accumulated unwashed while she read and reread Trollope. The central figure, Mary Kyle, 
the elder daughter, seems destined for spinsterhood; her one chance lay in the rather hope- 
less direction of the married oddball who was the choirmaster; her suitors were a drab lot 
with little to attract her. Her younger sister, experimenting with freedom found 
herself pregnant. And the one brother smashed up a car and killed his best friend. Or 
such ingredients the story is made. Perhaps there are many such families in a sorry world,

This 
he does, and so with death comes victory to Alph LeBlanc, whose life has been a sequence of 
Servitude and defeats--his athlete son is crippled, a small daughter dies.

MADAME GOLDENFLOWER $3.95 


Goldenflower, a beautiful teahouse keeper and the latter day mistress of the 
Chinese minister to Germany, is at thirty-five courting the serenity of middle age when 
the Boxer uprising robs her of her peace. In love with Li Chan, a high official of the 
Empress dowager, and familiar with European ways, circumstances mitigate against the 
beautiful courtesan when the Boxers gain force, promising death to all Europeans on Chinese 
soil. Li Chan, a rational man, realizes the lawlessness of the Boxers, but the Empress, a 
capricious woman, chooses to give them their way. In the reign of slaughter which accompanies 
the Boxer ascendance, Goldenflower is driven to a life of poverty, and it is rumored that Li 
Chan has been executed. When it becomes apparent that the Europeans must be placated, the 
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Empress uses Goldenflower as a pawn, beseeching her to seduce the German Officer 
in charge. This she does, believing Li Chan dead or scornful of her, and retires 
to a life of low prostitution. A scene worthy of Tillie'’s Punctured Romance re= 
unites Li Chan and Goldenflower who depart from Peking for a new and presumably 
idyllic life. With the current interest in the Boxer Rebellion stimulated by Peter 
Fleming's The Siege of Peking, a novel on the subject should find readers. Unfortu- 
nately C. Y. Lee, author of the Flower Drum Song, writes more convincingly on life 
in San Francisco's Chinatown than he does of the historical,continental China. The 
details of the tottering Chinese court, the eccentricities of the royal family, 
these are vividly enough handled, but add little to our knowledge. Many will feel 
that the picture of the Boxer rebellion is too one-sided and not related to China's 
inherently isolationist viewpoint - and that the main characters' support of the 
Europeans within their gates is somewhat chauvinistic. Goldenflower herself seems 

a fragile reed for a long novel. (1C:60-11324)

EVERYBODY'S BOOK OF BETTER SPEAKING $3.95 


Dorothy Uris is a speech therapist and language coach at the Metropolitan 
Opera. This book is devoted mainly to the technical problems of voice development - 
enunciation, pitch, volume, speed, etc., but it is also concerned with what the 
author calls "speech personality" - speaking manner, conversational attitudes, voice 
"types". There are sections on speech training in the family, for the job, for public 
speaking, on the telephone or before a microphone. She provides numerous exercises 
for distinct articulation, clear enunciation, for building vocabulary and for coping 
with children's speech problems. There's aspecial section for women in which she 
describes various kinds of tones and emphases to be avoided and suggests ways to keep 
the voice youthful. Appendices provide speech tests to be used in a home workshop, 
lists of books, of all kinds, to be read aloud, dramatic readings and speech-improve- 
ment records. Though comprehensive Dorothy Uris' book is not complicated and her 
tone is factual, straightforward, occasionally anecdotal.

From a nine months'trip, a great part of which was spent as a "specialist" 
traveling and lecturing for the State Department in the International Education 
Exchange Program with assignments in Korea, the Philippines and India (with Pakistan 
and Afghanistan added later), Mr. Childers reports on the state of the United States’ 
standing in the Orient and Middle East. It is a grim picture that he views with 
place after place indicating that Russia is replacing our country as the dominant 
nation and that Communism is becoming a spiritual force which is winning a widespread 
loyalty.

By 
visiting individual Negro families throughout the South, the author recreates the spirit 
which initially gave rise to blues and which to a large extent still exerts its influence.

And thus 611 men in rickety 
old boats, plus an overage destroyer with its bow loaded with dynamite, hit the 
shores of St. Nazaire late one night bent upon the dock's destruction.

Galbraith, John Kenneth Houghton Mifflin 
THE LIBERAL HOUR $3.50 


The author of The Affluent Society presents some further thoughts on the 
state of our economic attitudes and policies in this collection of essays. The book 
is divided into three parts: current issues, various myths in our history, and some 
more casual observations on farming in New England. Basically part one is a conti- 
nuation of the thesis Galbraith advanced in The Affluent Society: that our economy 
is no longer a purely competitive one and that the problems of a subsidized economy 
must be dealt with on a more nationally responsible (interventionist) basis. He 
discusses the weaknesses and strengths in our competition with the Soviet Union and 
insists that it would be a mistake to imagine that the battle consists merely in 
meeting their ever-increasing production challenge. He believes that one of the most 
outstanding elements in the machine age is the fact that skill and intelligence have 
become more important in economic progress than capital, plant and equipment. He 
argues for more direct intervention in that part of the economy where full employment 
means inflationary price and wage increases and finally, on another level, he discus- 
ses the function of the artistic imagination in an economy of planned obolescence. 
There are essays on the reinterpretation of the Great Depression and the Civil War; 
the attitudes which culminated in the Crash; the public relations build-up of Great 
Men; the role nostalgia plays in the "public philosophy”; and a debunking of Henry 
Ford. Galbraith is one of the most incisive and articulate of the liberal economists 
and no doubt his book will attract critical attention. (Zhe Liberal Hour is a phase 
in political activity once described ironically by Adlai Stevenson.)

This is the second published book of verse by this young British poet. His 
first, The Hawks in the Rain, won the Poetry Centre's first Publication Award. Marianne 
Moore said of that book- "The talent is unmistakable. The work has focus, is aglow with 
feeling, with conscience.” Lupercal does not quite live up to the promise of The Hawks. 
What the poems principally lack is the degree of focus displayed in the earlier volume. 
Hughes is still a man of recognizable talent, but, now in groping a bit more- still toward 
growth- one can only hope. A few are very fine- the title piece is an exquisite small 
poem about a snowdrop; for cat lovers a brace of first rate poems about cats. Hughes is 
clear, forthright and abundant, but his direction is not quite apparent. His talent seems 
not to have reached maturity, but all poetry lovers are alerted.

Beginning with the affirmation that alcoholism, the disease, is one of the 
most complex and pressing of all contemporary socio-medical problems, this book presents 
& very thorough explanation of what alcoholism is, its symptoms and effects, who can be 
classified as an alcoholic and what, to a limited extent, can be done about it. The author 
leans heavily toward the A.A. view that alcoholism is "a constitutional disease allied to 
@ personality disorder" and he proceeds to describe the various forms of the disease as 
manifested in disturbed personalities. He discusses the special problems of the female 
alcoholic, the legal and medical aspects of alcohol, associated disorders and illnesses 
and the physical and psychological treatment. He presents an extensive chart of various 
stages of drinking habits and he describes the differences between the moderate or social a 
drinker and the excessive drinker. He divides the second category into the heavy or 
regular drinker (who may never become an alcoholic) and the chronic alcoholic - the true 
eddict or compulsive drinker. Finally, he demonstrates in several ways, among them, How 
To Approach an Alcoholic, that it is absolutely impossible to change an alcoholic into a 
moderate drinker again. There are final chapters on the organization of Alcoholics 
Anonymous and The Spiritual Approach to alcholism. A better title, but not a better book 
than Ullmen's To Know The Difference (St. Martin's Press, P. 349). (1C0:60-12314)

In this text, based on Yoga, hypnotic theory, and parapsychology, the author 
not only sets forth theories on the control of organic ills through mental concentration 
but outlines a series of exercises designed to strengthen mental stamina.

& supplement to medical care, the text indicates dietary regimes, breathing and relaxing 
exercises, and disciplines designed to give the subject firm roots in the context of 
human development.

Beginning with a brief history of childhood in 
India, emigration, and advanced education at the University of California, he finally 
winds up with a wife and a farm in California's reclaimed Imperial Valley. Then 
politics and his Democratic Party take over. His reform judgeship, his much publi- 
cized contest with flyer Jacqueline Cochran Odlum for Congress in 1956, and his 
initiation into Washington follow. Finally he recounts his 1957 trip to the Far 
East, where, as an Asian, he did much to bolster U.S. prestige. All of this is 
fairly interesting. His liberal views are admirable enough. But Saund is not a 
writer, nor is he a thinker in any deep sense. He skims over his material, offers 
platitudinous solutions to serious problems, and lacks entirely a sense of the 
dramatic.

While palate-wise it is not a simple cuisine, it is relatively 
easy to prepare. The conventional categories, from canapes to coffees, are used 
here; there are a few special holiday menus; and many familiar foods (particularly 
shrimps, chicken, rice, etc.) will seem delicately different- but not alien- to a 
North American audience.

Aron, Raymond Harvard University Press 
FRANCE STEADFAST AND CHANGING $4.75 


This book is based on a series of lectures which Prof. Aron gave at Harvard 
University in 1957 concerning the present state of France. Since that time so many 
important events have taken place, that Prof. Aron has added several new essays which 








discuss the later events. In order to understand Prof. Aron's opinions and attitudes, 


however, one must have an idea of where he stands in his own country. By a large 


number of his countrymen, Aron is considered a "defeatist" and a "partisan of abandon", 


since he, along with the group around Mendes-France and the ultra-liberal newspaper 
L'Express want France to turn over Algeria to the FLN terrorists. Unfortunately, 
whenever the French government attempts to do so, and De Gaulle is very much like the 
leaders of the previous regime in that respect, it finds itself confronted with the 
position of several million Moslem and European Algerians and the French Army. Prof. 
Aron admits that he is somewhat bewildered by this situation, and when he tries to 
write about it for his foreign readers, he becomes rather apologetic, particularly 
about the phenomenon of French nationalism. And yet, there is a deep ambivalence 


even in this "defeatist", who, when he wants to, can quite capably defend the national 


interest in eloquent terms. Somewhere along the way, it seems, he has read Germaine 
Tillon's book on Algeria, and knows that there are very important reasons why France 
cannot drop its responsibilities and run. The professor himself is thus divided in 


his thinking. However, he is a socialist and has a higher regard for socialist theory 


than human values. His discussions on the economy of France seem to reflect his best 
statistical faculties. But when it comes to France itself, and the nation's spirit, 
he is at a total loss. For him France is less a nation and more a part of Europe. 

In fact, Aron is a strong partisan of the United States of Europe, wherein, he feels, 
France will find a place in the sun, commensurate with her means. A limited goal for 
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So great a nation, but then the professor probably lacks what other Frenchmen like 

Soustelle have--imagination. Nevertheless, the stronger current in France propelled by 

the popular movement of May 13, 1958, and which even De Gaulle cannot seem to stifle, #& 
sees for France a greater national destiny, which men like Aron can only judge from a 

distance. From this point of view, Aron is indeed a "defeatist”, for he would rather 

his country got smaller than larger.

Krause, David Macmillan 
SEAN O'CASEY: The Man and His Work $5.00 


In commemoration of O'Casey's fast approaching 80th birthday, David Krause 

has written a warm and intelligent appraisal of O'Casey's life and work. Here is a 
rounded portrait of the slum-born child, one of five surviving in a family of thirteen, 
but afflicted with a serious early eye infection. Until his fortieth year O'Casey took 
an active part in Ireland's struggles. He was a follower of Jim Larkin, labor leader, 
rether than part of the Irish cultural movement, as is evident in his fascinating auto- 
biography. Then and always he identified himself with the proletariat, and even when 
the Abbey Theatre was putting on successive plays of his, O'Casey worked at hod-carrying 
or brick layers' jobs. Yeats and Lady Gregory gave him great and early encouragement, 
but a crisis was reached when the Abbey Theatre turned Jown The Silver Tassie. Mr. Krause 
handles fairly and well this shattering incident, making quite clear how Yeats, at that 
particular point in his own development, could not like O'Casey's robust and tempestuous 
nature. It is to the credit of both that ultimately they buried the hatchet. Each had 
sincere admiration for the other's genius. With O'Casey's move to England, a change came 
over his nature and work. He became interested in expressionistic forms and stressed the 
comic accent. Mr. Krause's frame of reference is large and mature enough to take in the 
paradoxical quality of life. Without being a chronological biography, this places O'Casey “ 
# in his setting in Ireland and England. It is an estimable work, which should be welcomed 

by O'Casey students and others interested in the drama and in good critical writing 
related to it. (I1C:60-10782) 


Leslie, Anita Scribner 
MRS. FITZHERBERT $5.00 


* Written by a descendant of her heroine's adopted daughter, this delightful book 
by the English author of The Fabulous Leonard Jerome is the story of a long-hidden royal 
romance. For Mrs. Fitzherbert was for thirty years the legal but unacknowledged wife of 
George, Prince of Wales and Regent of England, who became King George IV. Born Maria 
Smythe in 1756, daughter of a wealthy Catholic family at a time when English Catholics were 
denied legal rights, the lovely and virtuous Mrs. Fitzherbert was twice widowed when, at 
24, she met the Prince of Wales, six years her junior and notorious for his extravagance 
and love-affairs. Falling in love with her at sight, pursuing her with threats of suicide, 
in 1785 the Prince induced her to marry him, a legal marriage kept secret because of her 
religion and the Royal Marriage Act; only after his death in 1830 did Mrs. Fitzherbert 
herself reveal it. Beautiful and sympathetic, moving in high society but forced to live 
as a behind-the-scenes wife to her unsatisfactory husband, she endured for years his un- 
faithfulness, his mistresses, even his acknowledged wife, the German Princess he married, 
hoping for an heir, and then left. Although he never kept her wanting for money, the 
Prince broke with Mrs. Fitzherbert when he reached the throne, cutting her openly, a snub 
she returned with interest; when he died, of over-eating, her miniature was on his breast 
and wes buried with him. No one knows if there were children of the marriage for Mrs. 
Fitzherbert never told and burned many of her letters before her death in 1837; other e& 
letters were destroyed by order of Queen Victoria. Carefully documented and based on 
remaining family letters, this witty and charming story of a fascinating woman and her 
times will appeal to followers of biography and of good books; it belongs in public and 
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historical libraries, and will be an excellent outside text for classes in late

The beaver, its fur prized for hats, first brought white men to the American 
northwest; in this remarkable book the author of The Grand Portage, basing his record 
on the absorbing and neglected journal of Alexander Henry the Younger, fur-trader with 
the Canadian North West (the Nor'West") Company, writes of trappers, beaver, and life 
in early 19th-century trading posts from Lake Superior to the mouth of the Columbia. 
Starting his journal by candlelight in a remote Nor'West post in 1799, Henry (together 
with the author) tells of the whole grinding, perilous business of the fur-trade: long 
journeys by canoe; near starvation; violent storms, mosquitoes and Indian attacks; 
whiskey; the packaging of furs; the cut-throat methods of competing fur companies; 
his pet hen; the grasshoppers that ate his struggling gardens. Sent in 1813 to Astor's 
post, Astoria, at the mouth of the Columbia, Henry encountered more complications, 
some tragic, some hilarious, including the arrival of a British ship bearing a blonde 
Portsmouth barmaid of casual morals, Jane Barnes, the first white woman to see the 
Columbia, whose arrival upset everything. Henry's journal ends on May 22, 1814, the 
day he was drowned in the Columbia. This witty, authoritative and delightful book 
will appeal both to professional and amateur stidents of the American northwest and 
to literate readers of true adventure; it belongs in all public, college and private 
libraries of the period -- even in some selective lending libraries. Illustrated.

Possibly youth has 
limited his objectivity, as when he accuses Faulkner of being paradoxical, complex, 
tragic and comic at the same time, which many feel are the very marks of his great- 
ness. Slatoff believes that Faulkner expresses a quest for failure, and this view 
is highly debatable. He is on surer ground when he discusses Faulkner's obsession 
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with relationships based on tension and frustration. But he is deeply immature when he 
demands that the novels end with a clearcut point of view, a decision for good or bad. 
And he fails to recognize in the artist his great compassion, vision and humor. It is i} 
enough for Faulkner that this foolish race of mortals keep on trying, through all their 

folly, beastliness and knavery. But it is not enough for Mr. Slatoff, who shows a kind 

of peevishness and petulance with the challenge that the question mark of the universe 
presents.
